TIRING  the  Year  1911  392  births  and  207  deaths  were 
registered  within  the  limits  of  the  Leek  Rural  Sanitary 


District. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  27.1  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  rate  of  mortality  for  the  year  was  14.3  per  1,000  of  the 
living.  The  rate  of  mortality  for  the  March  quarter  was  15.5  per 
1,000  of  the  living;  for  the  June  quarter  it  was  12.2  per  1,000; 
for  the  September  quarter  16.0  per  1,000 ;  and  for  the  December 
quarter  12.2  per  1,000  of  the  living. 
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MEAN  AGE  AT  DEATH. 
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CONDITIONS  AFFECTING  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  considering  the  conditions  affecting  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  District,  I  divide  the  Distinct  as  heretofore  into  three  Districts, 
and  divide  the  three  Sub-Districts,  and  examine  each  separately. 
They  are : — 

No.  2.  The  Norton  Sub-Registration  District. 

No.  2.  The  Longnor  Sub-Registration  District. 

No.  3.  The  Leek  and  Leekfrith  Sub-Registration  Districts 
taken  together. 


No.  1.— THE  NORTON  SUB-REGISTRATION  DISTRICT 
Comprises  the  parishes  of  Norton.  Endon.  Longsdon,  Stanley, 
and  Bagnall,  containing  altogether  9,069  acres,  and  a  population 
of  6,974,  against  6,172  in  1893,  being  an  increase  of  802  during 
the  ten  years.

The  parish  of  Bagnall,  containing  approximately  250  acres 
and  533  inhabitants,  was  transferred  from  the  Stoke.  District  to 
the  Leek  Rural  District  in  October,  1000. 

Subsoil. — A  large  portion  of  the  parish  of  Norton  is  situated 
on  the  coal  measures ;  portions  of  Norton  Green  and  Baddeley 
Green  are  on  alluvial  soil ;  Endon  is  situated  on  a  patch  of  new 
red  sand  stone  ;  Longsdon  is  on  the  millstone  grit. ;  there  is 
alluvium  in  the  valley  between  Endon  and  Stanley  ;  Bagnall  is 
situated  in  the  Yoredale  sandstone;  and  the  rest  of  the  parish  is 
on  sandstone  and  shale. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  now  generally  good.  A  great 
portion  of  the  district  which  formerly  suffered  considerably  from 
the  want  of  pure  water  in  dry  seasons  being  now  supplied  by  the 
mains  of  the  North  Stafford  Waterworks  Company.  A  large  sum 
of  money  has  been  spent  in  the  Sub-District  on  water  and  drain¬ 
age  works  during  the  last  20  years. 

The  Sub-District  includes  several  large  villages,  many  groups 
of  houses  ,and  isolated  houses.  The  Norton  Sub-District  is  almost 
entirely  agricultural,  but  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  are 
coal-miners  and  their  families,  consisting  of  persons  in  the  prime 
of  life,  and  young  persons. 

it  considerable  number  of  villa  residences  and  houses  of  a 
superior  class  have  been  erected  in  the  parishes  of  Endon  and 
Stockton  Brook  during  recent  years,  many  of  which  are  occupied 
by  families,  the  heads  of  which  are  engaged  in  business  during  the 
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day  in  the  adjacent  towns  of  the  Potteries. 

217  births  were  registered  in  the  Norton  Sub-District  during 
the  year  1911. 

The  mean  age  at  death  for  the  year  was  43.0  years,  and  the 
rate  of  mortality  14.3  per  .1,000  of  the  living. 

No.  2.— THE  LONGNOR  SUB-REGISTRATION  DISTRICT 

Comprises  the  parishes  of  Butterton,  Fawfieldhead,  Grindon, 
Heathylee,  Hollinsclough,  Longnor,  Quarnford,  Sheen,  Warslow, 
and  Elkstones,  containing  27,978  acres,  and  a  population  of  3,596 

in  1908,  against  3,829  in  1898,  being  a  decrease  of  233  during  the 
ten  years. 

Subsoil. — Butterton  and  Grindon  are  situated  on  the  lime¬ 
stone  and  Yoredale  sandstone  ;  Fawfieldhead  and  Heathylee  are 
on  Yoredale  sandstone ;  Longnor  and  Hollinsclough  are  on  sand¬ 
stone  and  shale;  Quarnford  is  on  the  millstone  grit.  A  large 
portion  of  Warslow  and  Elkstone  are  on  shale  and  a  small  portion 
on  limestone. 

The  cultivated  portion  of  the  Longnor  Sub-District  is  divided 
into  small  farms,  which  can  in  general  be  managed  by  the  heads 
of  families,  consequently  as  soon  as  they  attain  a  sufficient  age, 
numbers  of  the  younger  members  of  families  leave  the  district  in 
search  of  employment. 

Many  of  these  farms  have  been  occupied  by  the  same  families 
for  generations. 
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Seventy-eight  births  were  registered  in  the  Longnor  Sub-Dis¬ 
trict  during  the  year  191 1. 

The  mean  age  at  death  was  49.4,  and  the  rate  of  mortality 
15.8  per  1,000  of  the  living. 

The  mortality  from  lung  disease  and  heart  disease  following 
rheumatism  is  above  t Ire  average  of  most  years. 


I  append  a  Table  showing  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
local  diseases,  and  the  proportion  of  deaths  by  bronchitis,  pneu¬ 
monia,  pleurisy,  and  heart  disease  in  the  Longnor  Sub-District 
during  the  past  17  years:  — 
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No.  3.— THE  LEEK  AND  LEEKFRITH  SUB  REGISTRATION 
DISTRICTS  TAKEN  TOGETHER 

Comprising  the  parishes  of  Bradnop,  Horton,  part  of  Leek, 
Onecote,  Rudyard,  and  part  of  Tittesworth,  Heaton,  Leekfrith, 
Rushton  James,  and  Rushton  Spencer,  containing  31,316  acres, 
and  a  population  of  4,231  in  1908,  as  against  4,471  in  1898,  being 
a  decrease  of  240  during  the  ten  years. 

Subsoil. — Bradnop,  Leekfrith  and  Onecote  are  situated  on  the 
Yoredale  rocks,  which  consist  of  thin  beds  of  sandstone  and  shale: 
Heaton  and  Horton  are  partly  on  millstone  grit  and  partly  on 
Yoredale  sandstone ;  portions  of  Rudyard,  Rushton  James  and 
Rushton  Spencer  are  situated  on  millstone  grit,  Yoredale  sand¬ 
stone,  alluvium,  and  new  red  sandstone. 

The  water  supply  is  generally  good. 

The  Leek  and  Leekfrith  Sub-Districts  include  seven  villages, 
several  groups  of  houges,  and  isolated  houses. 

The  Sub-District  is  like  that  of  Longnor,  entirely  argicultural. 

A  large  portion  of  this  District  is  well  wooded,  and  the  climate 
milder  than  that  of  the  Longnor  Sub-District. 

Ninety-seven  births  were  registered  in  the  Leek  and  Leekfrith 
Sub-District  during  the  year  1911. 

The  mean  age  at  death  was  46.6  years,  and  the  rate  of 
mortality  13.5  per  1,000  of  the  living.

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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  SHOPS. 

There  are  91  registered  milk-sellers  in  the  District.  All  these 
premises  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AMONGST  MILK-SELLERS. 

Three  cases  of  infectious  disease,  viz.  :  One  case  of  diphtheria, 
and  two  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  houses  of  three  milk- 
sellers.  In  the  case  of  diphtheria,  the  patient  was  isolated  from 
the  rest  of  the  family ;  in  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  the  patients 
were  removed  to  the  Leek  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  and  all 
the  premises  were  disinfected. 

Causes  of  complaint  were  found  in  14  instances,  viz.  :  Seven 
cases  where  lime-washing,  cleansing  .etc.,  were  required ;  four 
cases  where  the  air-space  was  insufficient ;  and  three  cases  which 
were  badly  ventilated. 

The  requisite  notices  were  given  and  have  been  complied  with. 

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  WORKS. 

Building  Bye-laws  of  all  houses  which  have  been  commenced 
during  the  year  in  the  whole  of  the  District  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws. 

The  pail-system  is  now  generally  adopted  in  the  Norton  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  a  number  of  the  privies  in  old  houses  have  been 
converted. 

Thirty  new  drains  have  been  made,  and  30  private  drains  have 
been  repaired  during  the  year. 
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The  largo  sewage  tank  at  Norton  Green,  and  the  lamp  holes 
connected  with  the  sewers,  and  the  small  tanks  in  the  parish  of 
Norton,  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  regularly  emptied 
during  the  year 

The  sewage  outfalls  and  intercepting  pits,  now,  about  90  in 
number,  have  been  kept  in  good  order. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Waterworks  at  Grindon  have  been  maintained  in  good 
order  during  the  year,  and  the  distributing  mains  and  branches 
have  been  working  satisfactorily. 

Owing  to  the  exceptionally  dry  summer,  the  water  at  Longnor 
had  to  be  turned  off  in  the  town  for  several  hours  a  day  during 
a  short  period. 

The  negotiations  for  the  Bagnall  water  supply  are  pro¬ 
ceeding. 

I  have  examined  several  wells  and  springs  during  the  year. 

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  109  notifications  of  infectious  disease  received 
during  the  year,  viz.  :  72  in  the  Norton  District,  of  which  12  were 
diphtheria,  erysipelas.  53  scarlet  fever,  and  I  puerperal  fever. 
Thirty-one  in  the  Longnor  District,  of  which  2  were  diphtheria 
and  29  scarlet  fever.  Six  in  the  Leek  and  Leekfrith  District,  of 
which  1  was  diphtheria,  4  scarlet  fever,  and  1  enteric. 
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Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have  been  prevalent  in  the 
Norton  Sub-Registration  District.  This  may  be  again  attributed 
to  the  free  intercourse  of  persons  residing  in  this  district  with 
that  of  the  neighbouring  populous  districts.  Most  of  the  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  were  isolated  at  the  Infectious  Hospital,  Tinster’s 
Wood. 

Scarlet  fever  lias  also  been  very  prevalent  in  the  Longnor 
Sub-Registration  District,  mostly  in  the  parishes  of  Warslow  and 
Elkstones  and  Fawfieldhead.  There  is  no  means  of  isolation  in 
this  district,  and  the  first  cases  were  not  detected.  The  schools 
were  closed,  and  disinfected  on  re-opening. 

January  9th.  Two  mild  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  a  villa 
at  Endon.  The  cases  were  isolated,  and  nursed  by  a  trained  nurse. 
The  premises  were  afterwards  disinfected. 

January  14th.  Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at 
Brown  Edge  and  Baddeley  Green.  The  source  seemed  to  be  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  in  the  neighbouring  populous  districts. 
The  cases  were  removed  t“  the  Hospital,  Tinster’s  Wood,  and  the 
houses  disinfected. 

January  29tli.  A  case  of  enteric  fever  occurred  at  Hortou, 
that  of  a  coachman  living  at  a  large  villa.  The  drainage  and 
water  supply  were  both  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  Alterations 
were,  however,  carried  out  in  the  outfall  drainage. 

February  1st.  Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  took  place  at 
Harper’s  Gate,  Horton.  Those  patients  had  been  removed  from  a 
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Lancashire  town  when  unwell,  and  scarlet  fever  developed.  After 
the  cases  were  better,  the  house  was  disinfected,  and  no  further 
cases  occurred. 

March  17th.  Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  three 
houses  at  Warslow.  This  disease  had  been  prevalent  in  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  district,  and  from  enquiries  it  was  ascertained  that 
children  had  been  attending  school  who  had  been  slightly  dis- 
queniating,  and  no  medical  practitioner  called  in  .  The  cases  were 
isolated,  and  the  premises  disinfected. 

April  3rd.  Two  other  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Warslow. 
The  schools  were  closed,  and  disinfectants  supplied. 

April  27th.  A  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  a  farm  cottage 
near  Leek.  The  patient  was  a  child  attending  a  private  school  in 
Leek,  where  there  had  already  been  several  cases.  The  patient 
was  removed  to  the  Tinster’s  Wood  Hospital,  anti  the  house  and 
premises  were  disinfected 

June  7th  to  8th  Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at 
parts  of  the  parish  of  Norton,  a  recurrence  of  the  previous  cases. 
Most  of  them  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  premises 
disinfected. 

September  2nd,  and  during  the  month,  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
occurred  at  Warlsow  and  Fawfieldhead.  These  cases  were  mostly 
patients  in  the  same  houses  as  the  previous  eases.  The  schools 
were  again  closed  and  disinfected. 

September  28th.  A  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  on  a  dairy 
farm  close  to  Leek.  The  child  attended  a  private  school  in  the 
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town,  where  there  were  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  The  patient  was 
removed  to  the  Leek  Infectious  Hospital,  and  the  house  and 
premises  were  disinfected. 

October  28th.  Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  a  large 
dairy  farm  in  Bradnop,  near  Leek.  The  first  case  was  not 
detected  for  several  days.  The  children  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
visiting  at  Leek,  where  scarlet  fever  was  prevalent.  The  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Leek  Infectious  Hospital,  and  the  house  and 
premises  were  disinfected. 

November  11th.  A  mild  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  a 
farm  at  Rushton.  The  patient  attended  the  Rushton  School,  but 
there  had  been  no  cases  in  the  district.  The  patient  was  isolated, 
and  nursed  by  its  mother,  and  the  house  and  preniises  were  after¬ 
wards  disinfected. 

November  17th.  A  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  parish 
of  Longnor.  There  had  been  several  cases  of  sore  throat  in  the 
district,  and  as  many  of  the  children  came  a  long  way  to  school, 
at  the  request  of  the  Managers  the  schools  were  closed  and  disin¬ 
fected.  No  further  case  of  a  child  attending  school  was  notified. 

During  the  year  the  schools  at  Warslow,  Elkstones,  Hollins- 
clough,  and  Longnor,  have  been  closed  for  periods  of  three  weeks 
respectively  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  measles,  and  scarlet 
fever  at  Warslow  and  Elkstones,  of  influenza  at  Hollinsclough  and 
diphtheria. 
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Children  coming  from  infected  areas  have  been  excluded  from 
school*. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  supplied  to  Medical  men  practising 
in  the  district  by  the  Council.  Disinfectants  have  been  supplied, 
and  infected  houses  and  schools  have  been  disinfected  by  means  of 
lime-washing,  carbolic  acid  fumigation,  etc. 


THE  MIDWIVES  ACT  is  administered  by  a  Sub-Committee 
or  the  County  Council  at  Stafford.  Cases  of  puerperal  fever  have 
been  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  County 
Council. 

Also  after  a  case  of  puerperal  fever  has  occurred  in  the 
practice  of  a  midwife,  she  is  instructed  to  cease  attending  mid¬ 
wifery  and  puerperal  cases  for  at  least  two  weeks  (three  weeks  if 
possible).  All  washable  articles  of  clothing  are  boiled,  and  unwash- 
able  articles,  dresses,  instruments,  bags,  etc.,  are  disinfected 
several  times. 


THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907,  has  not 
been  adopted  in  this  District. 

The  schools  have  been  visited  periodically,  and  the  lavatories 
and  sewage  disposal  are  satisfactory.

THE  EDUCATION  ACT,  1907,  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  Stafford,  and  the  inspection  of  school  children  is 
carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Inspectors  of  school  children. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  accordance  with  the  Order  making  notification  of  pulmon¬ 
ary  tuberculosis  compulsory,  the  Medical  men  practising  in  the 
District  have  been  supplied  with  books  of  forms  for  notification, 
and  the  necessary  books,  etc.,  have  been  obtained  as  provided  in 
the  Order.  Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Workhouse  for  the 
treatment  of  pauper  cases,  but  there  is  no  other  Hospital  provi¬ 
sion  made  in  the  District,  the  Workhouse  being  situate  in  the 
Urban  District  area. 

INSPECTION  OF  DWELLING-HOUSES. 

Under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  inspection 
of  dwelling-houses  has  been  made  in  the  parishes  of  Norton-in-the- 
Moors,  Bagnall,  Horton,  Warslow,  and  Elkstones,  and  Longnor. 

SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Council  having  joined  the  North  Stafford  Joint  Small-pox 
Hospital  Board,  all  cases  of  small-pox  occurring  in  this  District  aro 
sent  to  the  Bagnall  Small-pox  Hospital.  No  cases  of  small-pox 
have  been  notified  during  the  year.

ISOLATION  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  GENERAL 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  situate  at  Tinster’s  Wood, 
iu  the  parish  of  Endon,  arranged  to  accommodate  cases  of  only 
one  infectious  disease  at  the  same  time,  was  reserved  for  scarlet 
fever  cases  during  1911.  It  was  occupied  during  the  whole  of  the 
year.  Forty-six  cases  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  year. 

We  have  an  arrangement  under  which  we  can  isolate  cases  of 
infectious  disease  occurring  within  convenient  distance  of  the  town 
of  Leek,  in  the  Hospital  of  the  Leek  Urban  Authority,  and  with 
the  Bucknall  Hospital  Anuthorities.  Three  cases  of  scarlet-fever 
from  our  district  have  been  treated  in  the  Leek  Infectious  Hospital 
during  the  year. 


DISEASED  MEAT. 

No  cases  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  public  slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  There 
are  11  butchers'  shops  in  the  District,  which  have  private  slaugh¬ 
ter-houses,  viz.  :  Seven  in  the  Norton  and  Endon  District,  two  in 
the  Longnor  District,  and  two  in  the  Leek  and  Leekfritk  District. 
They  are  inspected  periodically  to  ascertain  their  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion,  but  not  always  at  times  of  slaughtering.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Sanitary  Institute,  but  no 
special  certificate  in  meat  inspection. 
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OVERCROWDING  AND  UNINHABITABLE  HOUSES. 

Eleven  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  in  the  District 
during  the  year,  viz.  :  Six  in  the  Norton  District,  three  in  the 
Longnor  District,  and  two  in  the  Leek  District.  In  each  case  the 
overcrowding  was  abated  after  notice. 

Twenty  cases  of  uninhabitable  houses  have  been  examined 
during  the  year,  viz.:  Four  in  the  Norton  District,  nine  in  the 
Longnor  District,  and  twelve  in  the  Leek  and  Leekfrith  District. 
Most  of  these  houses  have  beeu  repaired,  and  the  others  are 
under  review. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  in  the  District  sixty-two  which  come  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  distributed 
as  follows,  viz.  :  — 

In  the  Norton  District  37,  including  four  blacksmiths,  three 
bakers,  six  builders,  three  hairdressers,  twelve  grocers, 
three  painters,  three  shoemakers,  one  saddler,  and  two 
dressmakers. 

In  the  Longnor  District,  Id,  viz.  :  Four  blacksmiths,  three 
wheelwrights,  three  joiners,  two  tailors,  three  shoemakers, 


and  one  dressmaker. 
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In  the  Leek  and  Leekfrith  District  13,  viz.  :  Four  blacksmiths, 
three  wheelwrights,  two  builders,  and  Four  shoemakers. 

They  have  all  been  visited  during  the  year,  and  all  defects 
found  in  cleaning  and  limewashing  have  been  remedied. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  knackers’  yard  at  Ford  Green  has  been  visited  several 
times,  and  has  been  found  to  be  managed  satisfactorily. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

The  nuisance  caused  by  the  pollution  of  the  Endon  brook  still 
exists,  but  lias  been  much  relieved  during  the  year  by  the  cleans¬ 
ing  of  the  brook  for  a  considerable  distance,  allowing  a  free 
passage  of  water.
